CHRISTIANITY, which has ra-

Hence 
It was momentous when Paul 
crossed from Asia Into Europe with 
the preaching of the Gospel. 

As Paul lay aaleep Ibere cam* the 
vision of a man of Macedonia say- 
ing, "Coma over Into Macedonia and 
help us." Paul was not the man to 
think twice about tbe meaning of 
such a vision. The vision was for 
him essentially a divine call. 

Immediately, therefore, he set 
sail and came ultimately to Pbl- 
llppl. the chief city ot Macedonia. 
He began bis missionary activity 
here, as ho had done at every other 
>y getting in touch with nay 
souls wbo might be In the 
nllr. He found some meet- 
ing outside the city gate by a river- 
side where there waa said to be "a 
place of prayer." 

It would be Interesting! If we 
knew a little more about this group 
who came out by the river to pray. 
Apparently there were a number 
of women who came together there, 
or at any rata Paul's contact was 
flrst of all with woman. 

Among those women waa Lydla, 
described as "a seller of purple" In 
the city of Thyatlra. Evidently ahe 
was a woman of some force of char- 
acter and ability, a type of the 
business person who have not found 
full satisfaction of their Interests 
In business. Her home became 
Paul's headquarters. We do not 
know a great deal about her, but 
have evidence of tho great part she 
played In the spread of the Chris- 
tian Church. 

It Is somewhat strange that Paul, 
who was quickly amenable to 
change of Ideaa and to surrendering 
of prejudices, did not have hla 
prejudices concerning the public

A few weeks ago, the methods for 
taking care of tho "warm" vegeta- 
bles were outlined, not because 
frost was imminent at that time, but 
because of their being s 0 easily 
jurod by oven mild frosts. arra._„ 
ments for their prompt salvaging 
should be completed I" ample time. 



This precaution is just as sensible 
in the casp of the "cool" crops, for 
although they can survive frosts to 



which the "warm" vegetables sue. 
cumb, it is unwise to delay too long. 

The cool vegetables are the root 
crops such as carrots, beets, and 
turnips, the leaf vegetables cabbage 
and, Chinese cabbage, and perhaps 
most important, the white potatoes. 
The leaf crops, spinach, kale and 
turnip greens, though not subject to 
storage in the strict sense of the 
, may be harvested into quite bc- 
weather by covering them with 
straw or with leaves. So protected, 
they will live through th„ winter and 
make early spring greens the follow. 
' g year. 

The best storage place for the 
"cool" crops is a cellar, in a room 
apart from the furnace, with, pre- 
ferably, an earth floor. Such a 
floor automatically provides the de- 
gree of humidity beBt suited to keep

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the stored product plump and fresh. 
Proper flow af air. to assure venti- 
lation and controlled temperature 
may be provided for as described in 
theso columns several weeks ago, 
and need not be repented now. 

Next to a cellar, or a special sto r - 
ago structure, burying the vegetables 
in a pit or mound is best. In fact, 
burying has an advantage that few 
cellars have, of keeping vegetables 
without loss through ckrinkage. It* 
objection is the inconvenience and 
often the impossibility of removing 
the stored product when It is desira- 
ble to nemove it. 

It will be recalled that a most im- 
portant essential in successful stor- 
ing is protection against low temp- 
eratures. These crops keep best at 
40 degrees. Although they will en- 
dure, oven freezing for intervals >f 
short duration, their keeping abili'- 
and their quality may easily be I 
fected. Potatoes particularly, n 
apt to turn sweet if the temperafu 
falls much below 10 degrees for |)i 
tracted times. Although the ewe 
flavor disappears t n some extent 
after the temperature has riser 
cooking quality of the potatoi 
permanently impaired. 

The insulating material for i pit 
is the earth cover. For Kentucky 
winters in general 10 inch( 
enough. In order to provide _ 
nccessai'y amount of enrth, generally 
an excavation is made. The size of 
the excavation should be large 
enough to accommodate the vegeta- 
bles piled as tall as possible. Th„ 
location of the pit should be such 
that surface moisture will not collect 
in it; to mnko sure, ditching should 
be done. 

The floor of the pit m ay be c 
ed with straw or leaves, although 
this is not essential. The pile of 
vegetables may be covered -before 
the earth is applied, for convenience 
in removing the store. The earth 
cover should not extend all the way 
to the tip, when the pit is first made, 
to allow seme opening through which

In* Playing Chicago Next Month, Yale Will Honor an Old Son of Eli, Amos 
Alonzo Stagg. Who Is Rounding Out 40 Years as Hea'l Coach at Chicago 

BY PHILIP MARTIN 

"Y"ALE had a football player who 
■*■ made the first All-America 
eleven ever selected. His name was 
Lon Stagg. He played end and was 
twice chosen for All-America hon- 
ors, first In 1888 and again the next 
fall. 

On a Saturday afternoon In mid- 
October. 1931, a Yale eleven will 
play its first football game on west- 
ern turf. It's really only midwest- 
em, but to Yale west Is anywhere 
beyond the Atlantic seaboard. How- 
ever, this Is beside the point; the 
main thing Is that Yale will assist 
In the commemoration of Amoi 
Alonzo (Lon) Stagg's 40 years a 
head man of sports at the Unlvei 
slty of Chicago. 

Four decades Is a long time to 
work on one job. Quite a little water 
ripples under a bridge In that time. 
And quite a bit has happened in 
Chicago athletics since Lon Stagg. 
in the bloom of young manhood, 
took up the relnB on the Midway. 

If I had been around these parts 
In 1891, I would have made it a 
point to see a football game or two 
between Stagg's Chicago eleven and 
some of his early opponents. They 
were high school teams for the 
most and the contests were staged 
at public parks and playgrounds. 

There were but 16 collegians who 
answered Coach Stagg's first call 
for the grid sport at Chicago In 
1891. That wasn't enough, even in 
those days, so Stagg played on the 
team himself. He called signals 
and drilled the team. 

TN the ycar3 since then, Stagg has 
1 become famous for his honesty, 
good sportsmanship and character. 
But in that first season at Chicago, 
he once was accused of employing 
unfair tactics. 

It was an early game. A public 
park furnished the gridiron and 
one mounted policeman furnished, 
or attempted to furnish, order. His 
duty was to keep the crowd back

Most Important Factors In 
Improved Milk Supply 

In a preliminary report to the 
State Board of Health of the work 
covered by the surveys of the Amer- 
ican Child Health Association in 
Kentucky, Mr. C. F. Chrisman, Staff 
Associate in charge of the Clean and 
Safe Milk Campaign for the Associa- 
tion states as follows: 

"The two most important factors 
in the improvement of milk suppliea 
in Kentucky, since my former visit 
in 1924, are the increasing number 
of full time health departments, 
both county and municipal and the 
amplified facilities with which the 
State Board of Health has been pro- 
vided to carry on effective m ilk con- 
trol and improvement programs. In 
most communities in 1924 there 
were no full time health departments 
and if there had been, the fullest 
measure of eff, ctiveness would not 
have been realized because the 
State Board of Health was not then 
provided with the means to super_ 
vise and assu-; w ith milk control 
work as it is n w. Another factor 
that cannot be overlooked is the pre- 
sent active will ngness 0 f the dairy- 
industry to furnish the public with 
products of a much higher quality. 
Unfortunately all dairymen cannot 



be thus classified, but the number of 
the . other type is rapidly decreasing 
and the v will eventually Improve or 
go out of business. 



milk control programs suggested by 
the State Board of Health and the 
United States Public Health Service 
and now have very good milk sup. 
plies. Among them is Henderson 
which passed the standard ordinance 
in 1&27 and with capable enforce- 
ment personnel has tremendously im. 
proved its milk supply. Lexington 
passed the ordinance in 1930 and 



which is showing marked improve- 
ments in its dairies, equivalent to 
that which would be accomplished 
by a proper enfomement of an ef- 
fective ordinance. 

"It is quite apparent," Mr. Chris- 
man reports "that if Health Officials 
in municipalities are not hamper- 
ed by politics they will enjoy the ex- 
perience of other municipalities 
since w e have found that practically 
all dairies are interested in an im- 
provement program and are willing- 
ly cooperating with Health Officials 
to bring about a greater milk supply 
of commendable quality."

FOOD VALUES 

Determined For Normal Nu- 
trition Aa Guide For Re- 
lief Organizations This 



As a guide to relief organizations 
which will be distributing food stuffs 
the coming winter, the Bureau of 
Home Economics has supplemented 
its emergency low cost food informa- 
tion with tables showing advantage- 
ous usee of canned vegetables and 
fruits. 

Individuals and communities, 
throughout the country; have recent- 
ly centered their energies in saving 
the large surplus of a variety of 



appeals to the bureau it has set up 
the fruit and vegetables require- 
ments in terms of the home canned 
product. 

"The Family's Food at Low Cost,' 
published last January to help bud- 
get the food for those affected by 
the drought and unemployment, lists 
the quantities and kinds of food 
which can be relied upon to maintain 
normal nutrition. Its weekly mar- 
ket orders for families of different 
sizes and for individuals were work- 
ed out bv nutrition specialists of th. 
bureau. 

Among the foods necessary to 
emergency diets the bureau lists to- 
matoes or oranges, 6 pounds of 
which should be consumed „ach week 



~„ widely different in 
the uses to which they may be put in 
cooking, are practically interchange- 
able as far as their contribution to 
the well balanced food supply is con- 
cerned, the bureau points out. If 
tomatoes a re chosen this means that 
a family of five should have 3 quarts 
of the canned product each week. 

In the same publication the bureau 
points out that 15 to .18 pounds of 
other vegetables and fruits are neces- 
sary for this family of five each 
week. About two-thirds of this 
quantity should be allowed for vege- 
tables and one-third for fruit. The 
amount n f vegetables is again divid- 
ed in half between the stored vege- 
tables, including the roots and cab- 
age, and fresh or canned vegetables. 
The bureau emphasised that the list 
should include some of green or yel- 
low color because of their greater 
fitamin content. 

Following this suggested distribu- 
tion, there should be from 5 pints to 
three quarts of variety 0 f canned 
vegetables per week for the family 
of five. If the' canning has been 
done in the numpered containers as 



eat each week either two No. 

and one No. 1 can, or three No. 3 
cans of vegetables. In families do- 
ing hard physical work the larger 
quantity is necessary. A family of 
five also requires from 7% to 9 
pounds of stored vegetables, exclud- 
ing potatoes, which are listed se- 
parately in this low coBt food guide. 

From 2.5 to 3 pounds of fruiU, 
fresh, canned 0 r dried, complete the 
week's allowance of fruits and vege- 
tables. Canned fruits, including the 
jellies and preserves, may be utilized 
entirely, providing they are of such 
a nature as to fit advantageously in- 
to the low cost diet, the bureau says. 
From 2 to 3 pints of home canned 
fruits are the equivalent of the 2.5 
to 3 pounds at fresh, canned or dried 
fruits. 

This tabulation which has been 
worked out for families of 3, 7, and 
10. as well as 6, can also serve as a 
guide to the housewife who has done 
considerable canning this summer 
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available, a family 0 f 6 would re. 
quire a minimum „f B2 quarts oi 
canned tomatoes to see them safely 
through until spring. 

In addition to fruits and vegeta- 
ble* "The Family's Food At Low 
Cost" also list* the weekly require, 
ments of grain and cereal products, 
milk, legumes, fate, sugar, fish. eggs, 
and cheese. The bureau wishes 
again to emphasize that its food 
guide is meant f 0 r families with 
Hmited Incomes. Whereever pos. 
sible it suggests that the vegetable, 
fruit, and meat allowance be in- 
creased. But it also wishes t 0 point 
out that follomlng this food guide 
will carry people safely through 
times of stress by protecting them 
from the deficiency die 
otme with malnutrition. 



America, but the latest 
"Ports from their studies admit a 
certain degree of bafflement. Per- 
haps, they suggest, there really is 
no single rule, no royal road, no 
ready-made means, for brii - 
about a perfect result. 

"The problem of enforcing 
obedience seems to bother all par- 
ents," Dr. Frank H. Richardson re- 
ports in the Woman's Home Com- 
panion. "It is a problem that lasts 
throughout the span of dependency 
that we call childhood; it concerns 
the father of the toddler quite as 
much as it does the father of the 
adolescent; and its solution worries 
the mother of the primary school 
child, the high school girl, and 
the college freshman to an equal 
degree. 

"If the problem is so definitely 
to the fore at all these stages of 
childhood, we may well believe that 
its solution is not t 0 be found at 
any one stage. Obedience is a 
growth, a development, an unfold- 
ing; and it will be obtained, or will 
fail ef attainment, according as it is 
given or denied the opportunity to 
grow from the very beginning. This 
does not mean. M is so often 
optimistically asserted, that only 
the very voung child is once taught 
to obey, all his troubles along this 
line are over and his parents need 
take no further thought for the 
cultivation of obedience in him. 
On the contrary, the battle is never 
won; we can never rest on 
laurels; eternal vigilance is 
price of success." 

The fact that a child is' obedient 
at one stage of his development has 
of course the greatest influence up- 
on what he is to he at a later stage; 
but it does not with certainty follow 
that he will be a model of obedienc. 
at twelve just because h* was one 
or seemed to be one (not always the 
same thing, by a ny manner 
means) at t Wo years of age.

League of Nations experts have 
mipleted a project for recommenda- 
tion to all nations of a standardized 
system of rural hygiene.
